Cairns’ new brewery near the electric light 
works, which is a very neat, suitable and 
compact structure fully capable of carrying 
on the requirements of the businss in an 
efficient manner, and is a valuable acquisition 
to the industries of the town. Mr. Cairns 
started the Portage la Prairie brewery in 
1879 and later controlled the Northwest 
brewery of that place which was 
burned down last summer. Mr. Cairns 
began to brew about three weeks ago and 
has made several brewings since. When 
we visited the brewery the energetic pro- 
prietor with three assistants was bottling 
up the last few bottles of a recent brew. 
There were in the cellar about 2,000 gallons 
of beer in barrels, and different shelves of 
bottled ale marked as many different brew- 
ings. At present he is turning out about 
1,500 gallons per week ; but the plant is 
capable of turning out 600 gallons per day 
or more than double the amount 1t is doing 
at present. Already about $6,000 has been 
invested in the enterprise; but improve- 
ments are still to be made and on Saturday 
last work was begun upon the foundatioa of 
a malting house, for at present the malt is 
purchased in Winnipeg. Mr. Cairns deems 
it more profitable to manufacture his own 
malt, hence this new addition. A small 
amount of beer and porter has been put 
upon the market, some in town and some in 
the outlying villages, which is highly spoken 
of by those who have tasted it. The brew- 
ery is now in active operation, ready to 
receive orders and do business with the 
public; an adequate stock is kept in the 
cellar for disposal and the machinery is now 
in such running order as to keep pace with 
the — — may be a" — it. 
In placing hi uct upon the market so 
are after cuning here Mr. Cairns has 
shown an undoubted enterprise worthy of

LIBEL CASE. 


On Friday last the case of Regina vs 
Milne was again resumed before Mr. Sutter, 
J. P. when the following evidence was 
taken :— 

Louis Apoux sworn said through Ra- 

ache interpreter: I came from Felif in 
Satan. I left there the 29th of Maren 
1893. I lived six weeks in Winnipeg and 
after that lived in British Columbia- I 
came to Edmonton the last of April 1894. 
I had one child with me called Paul Henri 
Apoux. He is now dead. He died in this 
building. He was brought here by the 
Mounted Police. At the age of 4 years he 
was a sickly boy and had fits. I never saw 
him have any fits before coming to Edmon- 
ton since the age of 4 years. He was 14 
years old on the Mthof May 1594. I 
know Mallette. Iknow Father Fouquet. 
When I first came to Edmonton I stopped 
at Mr. Brunelle’s, left my baggage there 
and went to South Edmonton and stopped 
with Mallette a few days. I left my boy 
there for a week and went out to hunt for 
land. I paid for my boy’s board and remain- 
ed two or three days at Mallette’s when I 
came back from hunting land. I paid 
Mallette $3.00 a week for my boy’s board. 
Mr. Mallette did not object to the boy 
staying there. I arranged for a_week’s 
board. I took my boy to Father Fouquet 
and remained a short time with Brunelle. 
I ieft my baggage at Mallette’s. I was not 
working at Brunelle’s but was waiting for 
something to do. I remained eight or ten 
days here and then went mining and have 
been at it ever since. As soon as I came 
back I went to Mallette’s. Mallette told 
me my boy was at the barracks. Four hours 
after, the boy died. WhenI saw Mailette 
he also told me the boy was dying. Mal- 
lette charged me $5 for my boy’s board 
before the police took him. Mallette never 
doubted asto getting pay for the boy’s 
board. Mallette never had any doubt as 
to his ability to pay the boy’s board and 
knew he had the money when he went look- 
ing for land. A man who is arrested for 
vagrancy in France would be counted as 
nothing at all. He is looked upon as a rob- 
ber. He can get no position in the public 
trust, is disgraced among every one, even 
amongst his relatives, it extends three or 
four generations. I did not have a talk 
with my boy before he died. I could not 
read the piece in the paper headed ‘‘ Man’s 
inhumanity to man,” but heard someone 
read it and I understood it. I thought it 
only right that it should be written in order 
to repair the wrong done tomy boy. As to 
the local, I was sorry to see that in the 


paper. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mackenzie. The 
day after the boy was buried I asked Mal- 
lette what I owed for the boy, he said $5,00 
I paid it. (Here the lawyers decided on 
having a new interpreter and Mr. Mallette 
was sworn). 

Theophile Mallette sworn, states. I liye 
at South Edmonton, 1 keep a kind of hotel 
there. I know Louis Apoux’and Henri 
Apour. Both stopped at my hotel. They 
stopped there at ditlerent times. They owe 
me for a few meals about $10. I have not 
asked Apoux for it. I did not ask him for 
his boy’s board. He came around and paid 
it to my clerk Perault. I was not at home. 
He paid me once for board. Before that 
Henri did not have fits. If I remember 
right he stayed with me when he was sick 
about eight days before the police took him. 
He started having fits on the fourth day. 
I did not want him around there while he 
was having fits. I had no room for him 
because he was having fits and I did not 
know whether his father could pay or not. 
The first time his father stayed there he did 
not want to pay full pricefor board. My price 
was $5.00 and he only gave me $3.00 but I 
agreed totake the $3.00 before the boy 
started to board. They were poor and I 
agreed for one week in order to help them 
out. I objected the first day he came to 
board, { told him to go back to the priest, 
but his father said he was to stay there. 
I told him I could not board him at the 
same price as before. The next day the 
same conversation was repeated and he told 
me the priest has a boy and there was no 
use him going back. I spoke to Const. 
Nunnley. He was present as he was re- 
covering froma fit. I asked Nunnley to 
take care of the boy and take him away. 
He said he had nothing to do with it. 
You must have somthing to do with him. 
The government are obliged to take him. 
Nunnley told me to see Col Jarvis. Nunn- 
ley called Col. Jarvis from across the street. 
I told Col. Jarvis I wanted him to take care 
of the boy. I couldn't keep him there, 
there was no place to keep him. He was 
getting sick at my place. The priest told 
me not to —— boy there. Col. Jarvis 
looked at the boy who was on a small bench. 
The boy was looking first rate. Mr. Jarvis 
asked me if he had any friends’ The only 
friend I know was his father and he was 
down the river ae I saw Col. Jarvis 
again and said [ can’t the boy here on 
ing fits. e only way he 
: was to get him ar- 
rested and said I did not want him arrested 
and he said this isthe only way I can 
send him to Fort Saskatchewan. Col. 
Jarvis told him he would be alright there. 
A doctor would be there and I said an y 
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continued Frank Fortin interpreting. To 


and I said to Mr.

was sending a letter to Major Griesbach 
and he was sure Major Griesbach would let 
him gowith his friends or father. I interpret- 
edfor Col. Jarvis aud asked the boy if he 
had any place to go otherwise than mine 
and he said na. The boy could not speak 
English. The evidence attached to the 
conviction being Exhibit D. I gave that 
evidence with the following exceptions. I 
did not say for two weeks, I said for about 
eight days and I did not say that the boy 
was not able to work. I never asked him to 
work. The boy did no work for me. Const. 
Nunnley was in charge over at South Ed- 
monton. At this time Col. Jarvis and 
Wilson were J. P’s on the case. About 
half an hour after the conversation the boy 
was‘arrested and taken before court, and 
after being eonvicted about three hours he 
was taken across the river by the police. 


Cross-examined by Mr. MacKenzie. The 
boy, came,back a second time to me from 
Father Fouguet. I sent for Father Fouquet 
when the boy got sick, I asked him to take 
the boy back. He said he was not able to 
take care of him as he had a couple of boys. 
I asked him if the Sisters would not take 
him and he said they might. Iasked him 
were the Sisters not obliged to take him 
and he said it was a private institution not 
a government one. I told him I couldn't 
keep him and the priest said you have some 
small children here who might take the 
same sickness. He told me to hand him to 
the government as they were obliged to take 
care of him. I understood Father Fouquet 
to mean that I was to hand him over to the 
police. The boy got a little better. Father 
Fouqnet said his father had gone down the 
river and might be 50 miles from the Fort. 
He promised me to telephone to Father 
Dorais at the Fort and to do his best to find 
his father. This was on Sunday and said I 
will come over to-morrow and see’the boy ; 
but he failed to come. The boy was getting 
better so I thought I would wait a few 
days for the father. Next day between 
ten and and eleven he fell again and_had 
another fit. Between Monday and Wed- 
nesday I did not notice him have any fits. 
This fit was different to that he had before 
and did not last so long nor did he show it 
so much. Wednesday was the day he was 
taken before the magistrates. In the after- 
noon of Wednesday the fits came often. 
Part of the conversation I have related took 
place inthe court room before I gave my 
evidence. The boy was told by Col. Jarvis 
that if there was anyone who would - take 


| care of him he could go. 


By Mr. Taylor. Did Father Fouquet tell 
you to take the boy to Mayor McCauley as 
he wasa kind man? Answer. He never 


mentioned his name to me. 
Louis Apoux’s examination was then 


Mr. Mackenzie cross-questioning he said he 
did not see Mallette himself I saw the clerk 
and paid him the $5. I had the local para- 
graph read to me at Mr.Brunelle’s hotel by 
some Frenchman but do not remember who 
it was. The letter ‘‘ Man’s inhumanity to 
man” in the Edmontou BuLLetin was read 
to me while sitting in front of the hotel. I 
understand the letter to be just as it read, 
I thought it would bring dishenor to my 
family and thought those who wrote the 
letter were taking my part and expected it 
would help to re-instate my honor. My 
boy was born at Felix in 1880. 

By Mr. Taylor. I had an interview with 
Mr. Mallette at dinner at Brunelle’s hotel 
Mallette, how is it that 
you said in court that I still owe you $10. 
Mr. Mallette repled I beg your pardon I 
did not say you owed me $10 but I said if I 
would charge you what it was really worth 
you would owe me $10. Iasked the clerk 
if the boy had insulted anyone or committ- 
ed any wrong and Mr. Mallette said, no, 
only the trouble we had with the boy hav- 
ing fits. I then paid the $5. 

Constable Nunnley was sworn and said. 
I know Henry Apoux the diceased. The 
information produced was laid by me. I 
went to Vol. Jarvisabout the matter. Col. 
Jarvis came over to Mallette with me. I 
think the boy was outside of the hotel when 
Col. Jarvis and I had the conversation to- 
gether. The reason I went to Col. Jarvis 
was because he had the law book’ and I 
wanted to know whether I was justified in 
laying the information. The colonel said I 
was, after I had told him what Mal- 
lette told me. My sole purpose in laying 
this information against the boy was to get 
him shelter and attention while he was 
under these fits and as far as I know it was 
Col. Jarvis purpose also. It was talked 
over in the court room; but I don’t know 
whether Mr. Wilson was present. Col. 
Jarvis pronounced the sentence and found 
him guilty. I bad some conversation with 
Col. Jarvis after the boy died. Col. Jarvis 
said he was glad the litttle son of a ——— 
was dead, or b r, lam not certain 
Which it was. He also said he wished he 
had a half dozen more to put in his place. 
Iam net sure whether he said half a dozen 
or more. This was after the boy died and 
outside of Col. Jarvis’ office on the sidewalk 
that this conversation took place. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mackenzie, he 
said. I think this conversation took place 
after the libel had been published. I would 
not be certain. I think it was the alleged 
libel that we was speaking about at the 
time and I think that is what made him so 
hot. As faras I remember, Col. Jarvis 
said two or three times his verdict was 
right. I cannot swear as io the exact date 
when I was called in from South Edmonton; 
but can give date if my diary was here. 
I cannot remember as far as this one ques- 
tion is concerned further back than two 
weeks. The wordsI have used with re- 

rd to conversation with Col. Jarvis are 
to my knowledge and belief correct and I 
think he said it was best for the boy he was 
dead. If Mallette had turned him out es he 
threatened to do, I know of no other means 
of disposing of him than committing him as 
avagrant. The information I swore to at 
the time is true as far as [ know then 

Re-examined by Mr. Taylor. Mallette 
had not turned him out prior to my service 
ofsummons. He was practically turned out 
as I was told that he would be. 

On the case being summed up verdict was 
given for the defendant with costs against 
the plaintiff.

Mr. H.: Cinnamon, a newly arrived settler 
from the Battleford district and breeder of 
thoroughbred shorthorn stock, was in town 
for supplies on Wednesday. This is what the 
last issue of the Saskatchewan Herald has 
to say in regard to his departure : ‘‘In the 
departure of H. Cinnamon, Sr., his son 
and Hutchings & Watt, the Bresaylor 
settlement, and incidentally the district at 
large, lose valuable settlers The wail of 
the pessimist that no one can make any- 
thing here is broadly disproved by the 
career of Mr. Cinnamon, who is only one of 
many who have in the same time risen from 
very moderate means to a degree of prac- 
ticial independence; and the success that 
has attended him is open to any who will fol- 
low his example. Beginning en a_ very 
small seale ten years ago he set about build- 
ing up “a band of cattle, not scrubs,” and 
with this object in view he steadily labored, 
attending also to farming in a general way. 
But as his cattle increased he found the 
available pasturage and hay land too small 
for his requirements and sought a better 
range, and thinks he has found it on the 
Vermillion, on the south side of the Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta, where he and his boys 
have acquired land on which they can feed 
their stock in summer and find hay enough 
for the winter ; and as he is a liberal feeder 
he says he needs plenty. The number and 
— of his cattle are evidence that the 

ttle river valley is all that has been 
claimed for it as a stockraising district. 
The family take with them about 500 head 
of cattle and fifty horses and a full outfit of 
Wagons, harness, machinery and all things 
needed on either farm or ranche. The 
quality may be judged by the statement of 
Mr. Paul, the buyer of Gordon & Ironside, 
€Xporters, that ‘‘ the Cinnamon cattle were 
the best he had handled in the Territories.” 
The climate, the and the water remain 
and if those who remain or others who 
come in will exercise the same care and 
judgment as Mr, Cinnamon they may 
achieve the same success and win the 
plaudits he did. His removal is the Edmon- 
ton country’s gain, but not an absolute loss 
to Battleford, as his success is an object 
lesson that anyone can read, and will no 
doubt lead others to take up his methods. 
In two winters he only lost one animal by 
death, and that was not from starvation. 
He has no elaborate code of rules to follow ; 
they are comprised in one sentence —short 
and easy to remember. It is simply this: 

Keep your animals full.” 


BY-LAW No. 77. 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING 
THE SUM OF $6,255.00 UPUN THE CREDIT 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of $6,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the ameuats, with interest borrowed by the Munici- 
pality for the several Purposes mentioned below 
that is te say : ; 
_ (1) $2,770 85, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
debentures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality to erect a fire hali, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality, and to 
provide means for a suitable supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of $158.77 for 
interest thereon to the lst day of October,1894;3273.13 
being the;amount expended for the purchase, sur. 
veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the sum of $14.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ; $1,571.25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase of land for 
the purpose of opening a public highway, and the 
sum of $47.75 for interest thereon to the said Ist day of 
October, 1894 ; $800.00, being the amount expended 
for the purpose of obtaining a charter for a street 
railway for the benefit of the Municipality, and the 
sum of $28.47 for the interest thereon to the said Ist 
of October, 1894, the exght preceding items making 
a total sum of $5,664.72. : 

(2) AND $203.50, being the amount expended for 
the purchase of furniture and office apparatus for 
the use of the Municipality, and tbe sum of $13.38 
for interest thereon to the said 1st day of October, 
1894 ; $254.30, being the amount expended for and in 
connection with the improvement of streets and the 
laying of sidewalks not chargeable as a frontage tax, 
and the sum of $19.10 for interest to the said 
Ist October, 1894;- the last four preceeding items 
making a total sum of $590.28 ; and the two sums of 
$5,664.72 and $590.28 makiag as a grand total the 
sum of $6,255.00. 

_ And Wuereas the value of the’rateable property 
in the Municipality, according to the last reyised 
Assessment Roil, #8 SY83,950.00 ; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debt of 
the Municipality, other than current expenses and 
including the amount provided fur in this By- 
law, is $46,215.98, whereof no part isin arrear, and 
whereof $45,150.26 is principal and $1,065.72 is 
interest ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to borrow the said 
sum of $6,255.00 by the issue of debentures, $5,664.72 
of the principal whereof shali be repayable in twenty 
years and 590.28 of the principal whereof shall be 
repayable in ten years from the date on which this 
By-law takes effect, and which shall bear interest in 
the meantime payable half-yearly at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum ; 


AxD WHEREAS it is expecient to provide for the 
repayment of the pripcipal sum in each case. by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund; 

AnD WHEREAS the total amount which will be re- 
~quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repaying the said sum of $5,664.72 by means ofa 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is 3511.20; 

AnD Wuerxas the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repayment of the said sum of $590.28 by means of a 
Sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $82.40 ; 

AND WHEREAs the annual special rate on the dollar 
required as being sufficient to pay the interest and to 
create the equal yearly sinking fund for the payment 
of the said sum of $5,664.72 is fifty-two one- 
hundredths of a mill; 

AnD WHEREAS the annual special rate on the dollar 
required as being sufficient to pay the interest and 
to create an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the said sum of $590.28 is eight and one- 
half one-hundredths of a mill ; 

_THEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council 
assembled enact as follows: 

(1) This By-law is to take effect on the 1st day of 
October, 1894. 

(2) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $5,664.72, and may issue debentures ef the 
Municipality to that amount repayable within 
twenty years from the said Ist day of October, 1894, 
with interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
payable hali yearly. 

(3) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said intcrest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart fer the payment of the said 
principal sum of $5,664.72. special rate of fifty-two 
one-hundredths of a miljon the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal, taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of twenty 
years trom che said lst day of October, 1894, being 
the period during which the said debentures wiil 
run. 

(4) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $590.23 and issue debentures of the munici- 
cipality to that amount repayable within ten years 
from the lst day of October, 1804, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half- 
yearly. 

(5) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for payment of the said principal 
sum of $590.28, a special rate of eight and one-half 
one-hundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the pericd of ten years 
from the said 1st day of October, 1894, being the period 
during which the said debentures will run. 

(6) All such debentures shall be of such denomin- 
ations not Ddeing less than $100 as the Mavor and 
Clerk shail decide aud shall be made payable at the 
Office of the,Treasurer of the Municipality at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, North-West Territories, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of the 
interest. 

(7) Friday, the 10th day of August, 1894, between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and five 
o’clock in the afternoon at the cffice cf the Town 
Clerk ,Edmonton, is hereby tixed as the day and hour 
and place for taking the votes of the electors for and 
against the proposed by-law.

CALGARY. 

During last week the men Swanson and 
Brunett, who where charged with having 
broken into G. F. & J. Galt’s warehouse, 
were found guilty and each sentenced to 
two years imprisonment.

CRUELLY MURDERED. 


A ripple of excitement and horror ran 
through the minds of our citizens when it 
became known Sunday last thata cool 
blooded and premeditated murder had been 
committed near Egg lake two days previous. 
Louis Roy, a well built and powerful man, 
described as having grey hair and whiskers, 
came from Montana and took up a home- 
stead near the Moranville settlement two 
weeks ago. He and his son aged 16 were 
camped upon this section, having chosen a 
spot near a small thicket for their camp. 
Little did they suspect that this thicket 
would be the ambush for evily designed men 
to harbor themselves: but so it was. The 
father and son were engaged in finding out 
the boundary of their section and the son 
was dispatched about half a mile distant to 
show his father the section post. This the 
son could readily do as his father had 
written his name in lead pencil upon it the 
day previously. It was near the noon hour, 
and during the boy’s absence Roy was pre- 
paring the noonday meal. He apparently 
never tasted it, for while thus engaged he 
was surprised from behind, cruelly clubbed 
to death, robbed of what money he possessed 
and his body dragged into the thicket near 
by to be found only on his son’s return. 


Two newly cut clubs’ lay near 
the scene and two trees newly cut 
at the back of the thicket showed 


from whence they had been cut and where 
the murderers had watched their opportun- 
tunity for making the attack. They were 
not successful in securing much money. 
Roy only had about $40 on his person, hav- 
ing entrusted his money to the keeping of 
his son. It is evident that the murderers 
had watched their opportunity for surprise 
wellas there were no marks of violence up- 
on any part of Roy’s person, except the 
head, to show that he had offered the least 
resistence, which, being a powerful man he 
could otherwise have done. Whether Roy 
was followed from Montana by villians who 
knew his circumstances, and knew that he 
must have brought money with him, and 
proposed killing or robbing him before he 
had an opportunity to dispose of it, or not, 
it ishardtosay; but the fact that an 
attempt was made to hold him up on the 
St. Albert road is indicative of the fact 
that his footsteps have been dogged by some 
persons ever since he came here. No clue 
to the murderers has been discovered. The 
deceased has a wife and family in Washing- 
ton Territory who would have come here 
after the husband had made the necessary ar- 
rangements. A post-mortem examination 
was held by Dr. McInnis yesterday and the 
body ordered to be buried. The inquest 
will be held this afternoon at 2 p.m. at 
Morinville.
